Peking, March 1.—Peking is b urn­ 
ing tonight as 2,000 mutinous Chi­ 
nese soldiers are pillaging the city. 
Streets are strewn with native dead j 
and Americans in the uninclosed lega­ 
tion compound are in gravest danger. 
One shell tore through a tent in the 
compound and hasty 
b arricades of 
sand b ags and b arb ed wire are b eing 
thrown up. 
Thus far no foreigner is 
known to have b een killed, although 
many have b een driven from their 
homes b y the troops, who loot 
and 
fire the residences. 
One 
or 
two 
Americans are reported missing. 
The missionaries are imprisoned in 
their various quarters and tire report­ 
ed safe. 
They are, well supplied with 
rifles. 
British soldiers have b een dis­ 
patched through the city to protect 
them. 
When the outb reak occurred, it was 
estimated that 2,0 0 0 soldiers took part, 
b ut since then 
the 
mutineers 
have 
b een augmented b y large numb ers of 
the police, coolies and loafers. 
Looting b y Soldiers. 
The soldiers are everywhere looting 
from house to house. 
They have not 
spared even foreign residents within 
one b lock of the 
legation 
quarter. 
Fires were started in various sections, 
and territory of more than a mile in 
area has b een b urned. 
This stretches 
from the Forb idden City to the b uild­ 
ing of
